A Tel Aviv spokesman who announced 
the latest Israeli air attack said the a t 
ternooa raid on the canal lasted 15 min­ 
utes. He did not say how big the raid 
was but reported all planes returned 
safely to base. 
Officials enforced heavy security mea­ 
sures during Mrs. Meir’s departure 
from Israel and during a 90-minute 
stopover at London on her way for talks 
with President Nixon. 
The raids against Egypt were the 12th 
in 15 days. Israeli military spokesmen 
said a “ number of Israeli jets” hit 
Egyptian military targets in the Gulf 
of Suez region. He said all Israeli 
aircraft returned safely from the 20- 
minute strike but gave no other details. 
All Israeli planes also returned safe- 
ly from a 20-minute strike against three 
Arab commando encampments near Safi, 
about 10 miles south of the Dead Sea^ 
the spokesman said.

by the speed and facility with 
which computers may produce 
information. 
Bagley said there is a danger 
in 
bringing 
together 
data 
collected by various agencies— 
welfare, social security, env 
ployment-6o 
that 
potentially 
harmful 
dossiers 
could 
be 
compiled on citizens. 
“ We may want to set up a 
monitoring agency,” said Ba- 
gley. “ Our special committee 
was set up as an adjunct to the 
1968 Public Records Act to look 
into possible refinements of the 
law and look into the field of 
computerized 
data 
and the 
relationship to the individual’s 
right to privacy.” 
“ We will make a report to 
the legislature by the end of the 
year. Then our committee will 
expire but the matter may be 
taken up by a standing commiU 
tee, 
possibly

committee, which would study 
the question of changing the 
law.

“ I just received word from 
the

States 
Supreme 
Court that I have a job to do,” 
Judge Julius J. Hoffman said 
Tuesday. 
Hoffman is the U.S. District 
Court judge who will hear the 
trial, beginning at 8 a.m. PDT 
His job could last four or five 
months. 
In Washington Tuesday, U.S. 
Supreme Court Justice Thur- 
good Marshall refused to delay 
the trial. Attorneys for the 
eight 
defendants—who 
called 
themselves “ The Conspiracy” 
—asked for a stay or proceed­ 
ings on grounds chief defense 
attorney Charles Garry was ill 
and 
because 
they wanted a 
ruling on the legality of five 
wiretaps the government con­ 
cedes 
it 
placed 
on 
the 
defendants. 
Marshall’s ruling paved the 
way for selection of jurors for 
the trial, which has been called 
“ probably the most important 
political trial in the history of 
the United States” by Jay A. 
Miller, executive director of 
the Illinois Division of the Amer 
ican Civil Liberties Union. 
The defendants are Yippie 
leaders Abbot “ Abbie” Hoff­ 
man, 32, and Jerry Rubin, 31; 
David T. Dellinger, 
53, and 
Rennard C. “ Rennie” Davis, 
29, of the National Mobilization 
Committee to End the War in 
Vietnam; Black Panther Bobby 
Seale, 33; Thomas Hayden, 29, 
a founder of the Students for a 
Democratic 
Society; 
and 
University professors John R. 
Froines and Lee Weiner, both 
30. 
They constitute the spectrum 
of antiwar, civil rights forces in 
the United States, and are the 
first to be indicted under the 
antiriot provision of the 1968 
Civil Rights Act. Each faces a 
possible 10 years in jail and a 
$30,000 fine. 
“ The Conspiracy” calls the 
trial “ The Second Battle 
of 


Chicago” -the first, of course, 
came during the convention in 
clashes between 
police 
and 
demonstrators. They have also 
dubbed the trial “ The World 
Series of Injustice.”

Intensive report tells 
of need for new jobs 


Almost a million and a half 
new jobs will be created in Cal­ 
ifornia by mid-197 5, and another 
1.3 million jobs will have to be 
filled 
to 
replace individuals 
leaving the State’s labor force 
during the period. 
These forecasts for a total 
of 2.7 million job opportunities 
by mid-1975 for persons not 
now employed in California are 
made in a research 
report, 
“ California Manpower Needs to 
1975” , released today by Gil­ 
bert L. Sheffield, D irector, De­ 
partm ent of Employment, Cali­ 
fornia Human Relations Agency. 
The report, prepared by the 
Division of Research and Sta­ 
tistics under Dr. George Roche, 
Sacramento, gives information 
on job opportunities and man­ 
power requirem ents for all of 
the more than 150 occupational 
groups 
which 
com prise 
the 
State’s work force. 
The greatest volume of job 
opportunities will be in clerical, 
professional and service occu­ 
pations, according to the re ­ 
port. Among professional oc­ 
cupations 
with the largest ag­ 
gregate needs are teachers, m e­ 
dical and health w orkers of all 
kinds, professional engineers 
and technicians. 
Clerical occupations having 
the largest number of oppor­ 
tunities will be stenographers 
secretaries and typists, and of­ 
fice machine operators. Large 
numbers of job 
opportunities 
will be available for protect­ 
ive service w orkers (police­ 
men, firemen, guards), practi­ 
cal nurses, and hospital attend­ 
ants. 
Although the need for blue 
collar workers is not growing so 
fast as some other classifica­ 
tions, 
job 
opportunities for 
these workers will total nearly 
700,000, according to the re­ 
port. In the skilled trades, for 
example, there will be jobs for 
another 25,000 m otor vehicle 
mechanics, 
and 
6,000 m or^ 
sheet metal w orkers will be 


needed. 
Job opportunities for labor­ 
e rs and farm w orkers will be­ 
come scarcer than now — an in­ 
dication of the increasing need 
for 
vocational 
preparation 
among the State’s future job 
holders. The need for massive 
retraining program s is also 
evident, since most of the fast 
growing jobs are those which 
require high levels of skill and 
relatively longtrainingperiods. 
The 2.7 million job oppor­ 
tunities 
will 
be 
distributed 
among the m ajor occupational 
groups as follows: C lerical, 
580,000; Professional & Techni­ 
cal, 534,000; Service, 392,000; 
Craftsm en, 325,000; Operatives 
315,000; M anagers & Propri­ 
etors, 293,000; Sales, 186,000; 
L aborers, 52,000; F arm ers & 
Farm W orkers, 20,000. 
The research publication is 
designed to meet the growing 
demands of manpower planners 
who require detailed occupa­ 
tional projections for the state. 
The report is intended to serve 
as a guide to all who are con­ 
cerned with training needs and 
vocational planning. 
The report makes separate 
projections for new jobs which 
will be created by industrial 
expansion over the seven-year 
period mid-1968 to mid-1975, 
and replacem ent needs because 
some jobs will be vacated by 
people who leave the State’s 
labor force during the period. 
Not included are job opportun­ 
ities resulting from workers 
who transfer between jobs but 
rem ain 
in 
the State’s labor 
force, since such tran sfers do 
not 
contribute to the net in­ 
crease in manpower needs. 
To arrive at these forecasts 
of manpower 
needs, average 
employment by industry and oc­ 
cupation is estim ated for 1960 
and 1968, and projected to 1975. 
All California civiliam employ­ 
m ent is accounted for in these 
estim ates.

The 6.7 star began his career 
with the Warriors in 1965. He 
won rookie of the year honors 
his first season, then led the 
NBA in scoring his next year. 
He jumped to the ABA Oaks 
and was forced by a court 
order to sit out the 196 season.

games 
for 
Oakland 
last 
year 
before 
injuring his knee. 
Barry’s lawyer, Robert Holtz- 
man, 
told 
Levin Tuesday a 
breach of contract occurred 
when the Oaks were moved to 
the nation's capital. Holtzman 
said that under the terms of 
Barry's contract with the Oaks, 
the former Miami University 
All-American was obligated to 
play for the club only as long 
as it remained in Oakland. 
Capitols’ attorney Fred Furth 
argued Barry must live up to 
the contract and play for the 
ABA team In Washington. 
Levin had signed a temporary 
restraining order on behalf of 
the Capitols Sept. 15. The order

The puzzle 


The City’s former library lies vacant at the corner of Cypress 
Avenue and H Street while what appears to be interminable 
discussions continue for its utilization as a museum. 
The City Council has gone on record as favoring the former 
facility as a museum but that is as far as they have gone. 
The problem now is one of organization, of operation, of 
financing, of museum philosophy. 
Latest reports are that the museum will be operated by an 
autonomous incorporated group. Papers have already been filed 
for this incorporation. 
Disturbing, however, is the future plans beyond incorpora­ 
tion. For example, what financing method will be employed? 
Will it depend upon the voluntary financial contributions of the 
community? Will it propose some sort of tax subsidy with the 


cooperation of the City Council? Will outside fund grants be 
sought? 
Secondly, is the problem of the philosophy of a museum. 
Will it be reserved more as a pioneer museum housing only 
the relics of this Valley or will it strive toward a more mod­ 
ern museum posture with periodical changes of display? 
Expert advice should be sought on these questions by the di­ 
rectors of the museum corporation and long - range plans set. 
The city needs such a facility not only as a tourist attrac­ 
tion but as a learning center for those so interested in such 
materials. 


It is hoped that action on the museum project will move for­ 
ward from its present stalemated position.

WASHINGTON — I cannot forecast to 
you the action of Russia, WinstonChurch- 
ill said in one of the darkest hours 
shortly after the outbreak of World War 
II. It is a riddle wrapped in a mystery 
inside an enigma. 
Even for those most directly concerned 
with intelligence re ­ 
ports from around 
the globe the riddle 
wrapped in the mys­

ty, putting in uncer­ 
tain balance the fate of perhaps a third 
of the world’s people. 
Ever since the meeting of Alexei Kosy­ 
gin and Chou En-Lai in the airport at 
Peking — the Soviet prem ier andChina’s 
foreign minister — that brief glimpse 
through the murk, the intelligence spe­ 
cialists have spent hundreds of hours 
analyzing the meager evidence available. 
What they have come up with is, in 
part, conjecture, informed theory. For 
what it is worth, and the specialists 
frankly acknowledge its limitations, here 
is their scenario. 
The meeting was sought by Kosygin. 
He acted partly in response to the u r­ 
gent pleas of the heirs of Ho Chi Minh 
in Hanoi. At Ho’s funeral they had put 
the greatest stress on the need to heal 
the breach between the two communist 
giants. The Moscow - Peking feud was a 
serious obstacle to the prosecution of 
the war in Vietnam. Moreover, it was 
splitting the communist camp into two 
hostile factions. 
What more impressive tribute to the 
memory of Ho and his leadership than 
to make his death the occasion of a peace 
pact? This was the impassioned peti­ 
tion to both Kosygin and Chou, even as 
the thousands of Vietnamese filed past 
the bier of the dead leader. Kosygin 
went far out of his way for the Pe­ 
king meeting, and the other promptly 
went out in Moscow for a downhold on 
anti-China propaganda. He was out to 
Demonstrate the Kremlin’s determina­ 
tion to walk the last mile in an attempt 
to end the feud. That will be Moscow’s 
argument with doubting neutrals, such 
as the Rumanians when the quarrel heats 
up again. 
While Moscow shut down the propagan­ 
da valve, anti-Russian vituberationoutof 
Peking continues almost unabated. How 
then are the chances of war between the 
giants appraised when war is defined 
as the movement of divisions across the 
border of a pre-emptive strike against 
China’s nuclear installations inSinkiang0 
The odds are somewhere between 45- 
55 to 40-60 against a war in those term s. 
The bush fighting along the 3,000-mile 
border will bring furious outcries from 
both sides. That will be about the ex­ 
tent of it. 
Yet the time is not far distant-a 
year and a half to two and a half years— 
when, with missiles and deliverable 
warheads, Peking can inflict substantial 
damage on the Soviet Union. Is it logi­ 
cal to expect, therefore, that Moscow 
will sit back as the sands in that sin­ 
ister hourglass run out? 
It is here that the murky light closes 
down and the mystery deepens. The ques­ 
tions have no hard answers as, for 
example: why should it have been only 
six to nine months ago that the order 
went out from Moscow to Soviet ambas­ 
sadors around the world to spread the 
word of China’s threat to peace? At any 
time during the past five years this 
alarm might have been sounded. 
The diplomatic campaign produced 
strange and sometimes almost comic re ­ 
sults. Not long before Charles de Gaulle 
stepped down the Soviet ambassador to 
France, Valerian Zorin, asked to call 
on the president to give him a message 
of the highest importance. The aston­ 
ished De Gaulle found himself listening 
to Zorin read a lengthy paper on the 
manace of Red China. 
Over the years the Soviets have per­ 
fected the technique of blowing hot and 
cold, spreading directly contrary re­ 
ports at various levels to create as 
much confusion as possible. They have 
done this on the quarrel with China, 
one set of whisperers playing down the 


feud with the word that the border 
skirmishes have been greatly exaggera­ 
ted and the thought of full-scale war 
absurd. At the other extreme come 
hints that a pre-emptive nuclear strike 
cannot be ruled out. The mysterious 
Victor Louis, allegedly a journalist with 
wide official access in Eastern Europe, 
is the latest to put out this hint. 
This might be no more than a guess­ 
ing game to help intelligence officers 


We get a little sick in our stomach 
these days reading of the criticism of 
discipline in the U.S. Armed services. 
It appears that every namby-pamby on the 
scene is taking shots at those in control. 
Greatest criticism of late, coming 
even from a Congressional level, con­ 
cerns the brig at the Marine Corps’ 
Camp Pendleton. 
Brigs aren’t supposed to be nice 
for the simple reason 
that 
one isn’t sup­ 
posed to be in one. 
Prettying up a brig 
will only make it in­ 
viting to those who 
prefer not to be dis­ 
ciplined. 
The Marine Corps 
is a voluntary serv­ 
ice, 
for the most 
part. Those who join 
the Marines alleged­ 
ly want to join the Marines. Quite pos- 
tively, they also know that the Marine 
Corps prides itself on its discipline. 
In other very simple words, if you don’t 
want to be disciplined according to 
the Marine Corps’ way of discipline, one 
better stay out of the Marines if at 
all possible. 
There is a very important reason for 
this discipline. Quite frankly, we would 
not care to serve in Vietnam in any out­ 
fit, Marine, Air Force, Army or Navy 
that was not thoroughly disciplined. One 
mistake by a recalcitrant member of an 
undisciplined combat unit can spell di­ 
saster for all. 
We've seen brigs in our Army service 
that were far rougher than the Camp Pen­ 
dleton Marine Corps brig we saw on

Forgive 
us whatever we did. You can 
trust 
mommy and daddy. 
Call us. dear, please!” 


The poster is not a rarity 
in Manhattan. Nor is it un­ 
usual in San Francisco or on 
Florida’s east coast. Esti­ 
mates are as many as 2.000 
teen-agers leave home for 
such youth covens e v e r y 
month —and most of the run­ 
aways have families that try 
anything to get them back. 


Unfortunately« the family 
attempts are too often frus­ 
trated. Paperboard pleas are 
more laughed at than lis­ 
tened to. And parents find 
police help. too. is in many 
cases something less than 
promising. 


Recently; however, at least 
one try seems to be bearing 
increasing fruit It’s the pro­ 
fessional try. Also the expen­ 


sive try. The hiring of pri­ 
vate detectives 
w h o 
are 
trained to sniff out missing 
persons. 
Edward Goldfader is one 
of t h e s e detectives. Hç’s 
vice-president 
of 
Tracer’s 
Company of America, the 
nation’s largest bloodhound 
agency. And he claims he’s 
found a new. “ very effec­ 
tive” way to locate lost kids. 
“Nothing Is certain.” Gold­ 
fader cautions. “ We give no 
guarantees. 
But our tech­ 
nique 
is 
proving 
out 
in 
about eight of every 10 cases 
we take.” 
The 
Tracer's 
technique, 
simply put, is infiltration. 
The company 
hires 
infor­ 
mants — “ call them string­ 
ers” —in the major hippie 
communities. These stringers 
get $25-$50 retainers, with a 
n promise of more, to do leg 
work. They then make it 
their business to know the 
comings and goings of com- 
m u n i t y newcomers. And 
when a query flashes down 
f r o m Tracer’s Company, 
often as not a stringer some­ 
where has some data. 
For 
instance, 
take 
this 
recent case: 


Goldfader was h i r e d to 
find a teen-ager named Eliz­ 
abeth. The only things he 
had to go on were personal 
statistics, habits and some 
letters written back home 
postmarked 
from 
Florida. 
The letters were conciliatory 
notes, hinting the girl was 
sorry 
for 
leaving, 
which, 
says Gold fader, “ is usually 
the wa\ it is with most run­ 
aways." 
First, the detective checked 
out the Florida postmark. 
And within a few days, a 
stringer called to say the let­ 
ters were not being written 
in Florida, but in Chicago, 
and sent on to Florida for 
referral mailing. So Gold­ 
fader switched the investiga­ 
tion to the Windy City. 
There he thumbed through 
the usual identification rec­ 
ords—licensing, employment, 
etc. And sure enough, among 
the names of one company’s 
group insurance policy hold­ 
ers. he found his runaway 
girl. 
“ Naturally,” G o l d f a d e r 
says, “ we didn’t grab her. 
That’s neither legal, neces­ 
sary or any of our business. 
We stayed behind the scenes, 
reported our information to 
the parents, then dropped 
entirely out of the picture.” 
This particular search-and- 
find mission, Goldfader re­ 
calls, took a bit over a month 
—a b o u t average recovery 
time as such things go. 
And the cost was average, 
too—a $1.000 fee. 
The cost, of course, is high. 
But not really, says Gold­ 
fader, when the clientele is 
considered. He says his cus­ 
tomers are mostly awfully 
affluent 
“ Times have changed with 
missing kids. It used to be 


that an average r u n a w a y 
was a 16-17-y e a r - o 1 d boy. 
from any walk of life, who 
followed the circus out of 
town, or couldn't face up to 
flunking 
school. 
Now, 
the 
average runaway is age 15. 
a girl, usually from a well- 
to-do family—and she takes 
a walk because, maybe, she 
gets to thinking about things 
and decides that she’s not 
contributing to society.” 
Goldfader says today’s pat­ 
tern is plain as a nose pim­ 
ple: 
“ The first thing I do in a 
runaway case is to visit the 
kid’s b e d r o o m and look 
around. It’s all right there, 
very clear. The bookshelf 
usually shows it in chrono­ 
logical order—on one end is 
‘Little Women’ and on the 
other, “Black Like Me.’ Out 
in the hallway, the parents 
are saying, ‘We gave her 
everything, 
why’d 
she 
do 
this to us?’ And right away 
you call tell—the kid’s gone 
to join the street people." 
Most of these kids. Gold­ 
fader admits, are not true 
social 
suicides. 
They 
are 
merely confused. Most don’t 
really want to run away—or 
at least stay away. Most of 
them 
return 
after 
a 
few 
weeks or leave obvious trail 
marks in the hopes they’ll 
soon be “ found.” 


“ B u t c o m i n g b a c k is 
hard.” Goldfader says, i t ’s 
tough to admit you’re wrong. 
Especially when you think 
your reasons are right. So 
we really don't feel we’re 
t u r n i n g kids in here at 
Tracer’s. We just think we’re 
helping them to do what they 
really 
want 
to— go 
back 
home.”
